The average per cent. of alcohol in ale, beer, wine, 
cider and ail fermented liquors is about 10 per cent., and 
and the average of distilled spirits 50 per cent. of alcohol. 

! Alcohol is the product of putrefaction; not of any life- 
giving or life-supporting Process. Neither plants nor an- 
imals in any of their mysterious processes extract it from 

| -SOil or air, or use or appropriate it. Nature never uses 
it in production, growth or healing. Nor was it much used 
by man, even as a medicine, till the twelfth century when 
Albucassius, the Arabian chemist, discovered the art of 
distillation, and then its use for centuries- two or three 
was confined to the laboratory and the Practice of medi- 
cine, so its present wide-spread a palling use as a bever- 
age is comparatively modern in distilled form. Alcohol 
isnot a food. Dr. Richardson Says: “It is nota food in 
the sense of being a constructive agent in the building up 
of the body. There is, I believe, now no difference of 
Opinion as to this amongst those who have most Care- 
ully observed the action of alcohol. It produces fat only 
by an indirect and injurious interference with the natural 
processes,” 

The supposition that it heats the body in cold 
weather is a deception, for abundant experimental tests 
prove that it decreases, instead of increasing the temper- 
ature of the body. The concurrence of the well-informed 
bas, in fact, settled that it does not feed or help the body, 
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but hurts, and poisons, and diseases, and destroys it. 
Toxicology, from which the word intoxicant comes, is 

the science of poison. Intoxicant means poison. Alco- 

hol is the universal intoxicant or poison. Dr. Hargreanes, 

of Philadelphia, author, and twenty-five-years practitioner, 

says it may be stricken from the list of curative agents 

to the benefits of patients under all forms of disease. Its 

haneful effects in “stealing away the brains,” blunting 

morals and producing all forms of vice and crime need 

but to be mentioned. Then the cost — $711,227,888 —a 

bureau statement for 1886 for the United States, a single 

year, staggers our com srehension. This does not include 
the indirect expense af loss of time, the pauperism and 

crime. But from the evils of the drink habit we turn ap- 
palled and sick at heart, for no well-informed person now 
questions that its habitual use is evil, only evil, and that 
continually. The only remedy is in education Keep it 
before the people, and teach the rising generation thor- 
oughly its baneful effects. Give them the science 
and the morals of it. We need scientific temperance 
taught in all our schools. All the New England and Mid- 
dle States except New Jersey, had scientific temperance 

educational laws in 1888. So had all the Western States ex- 
cept Indiana and Illinois. Only four Southern States, so far 
as | know, had any such laws they are Alabama, Mary- 
land, West Virginia and Louisiana. I have no later sta- 
tistics. One was passed by our Legislature, but vetoed by 
Governor Lowry a few years ago, partly because of its 
crudities. This Legislation began in 1882. So rapid 
strides have been made. Public sentiment must be fur- 
ther educated. Keep it before the people. Religious 
and moral instruction, now aided also by legislation, 
has alcoholism on the run. Nearly every county in Mis- 
sissippi is under local option. Support all legislation for 
the suppression of it, but especially drive it from your 
churches, by expulsion, if necessary, and from your 
homes, and live without it, and train your children so. A 
gentleman remarked in m3" hearing only this week that 
the day woula come when it would be a disgrace in this 
country to “drink” it; that even now, as a rule,no one 
could get employment who used whisky. God speed the 
day of the fulfillment of his prophecy.

Report on State Missions. 


Bro. A. V. Rowe, in lieu of a report, read the follow 
ing from the Baptist Hand-Book: “State missions were 
begun by our convention in 1873. There have been 
spent, on an average, $6,000 yearly. There have been 
built up many strong churches in that time, while her 
and there in our State are many noble buildings that may 
also be regarded as in part, if not in some instances In 
whole, the direct result of State missions. Many churches 
have been organized. There have been baptized about 
6,347 people. There have been added by letters about 
3.526 people, and a great many Sunday schools organ 
ved. In that time Mississippi Baptists have about dou 
bled their numbers, Surely with such a record in th 
past, what may we not hope for in the future? The ef- 
fort to be strong at home is a wise one. As we find the 
kindlings of strength in_ the growth of our home 
churches we will more gladly obey the command, “ disci 
ple all nations.”

Report of Committee on Apportionment. 
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Rev. E. L. Wesson Read Report on Education. 





Education is one of the subjects which have been 
urged, discussed and considered until it seems impossi- 
ble to present any new argument upon it. Experience 
has taught us that ignorance is one of the greatest curses 
we have to bear, and consequently, almost all now real- 
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ize that it is better to spend the money to educate the 
children than to leave them in ignorance with plenty of 
money; but the importance of education is not yet felt as_ | 
should be, or parents would make greater sacrifices for 
the education of their children. The standard of educa- 
tion among the people generally has been considerably 
raised within the past twenty years, but it is very low yet. 
At least nine tenths of the boys in our towns generally, 
never go higher than the gh or 8th grade in our public 
schools, and it is doubtful whether or not they go that 
far in the country, where the schools are not so conven- 
ient. The girls are outstripping the boys in education, 
but they, too, stop too low down in the educational scale. 
The subject of education, as such, has been abused often- | 
times by its presentation. We have sometimes passed 
the subject on the ground that it helps us into easier 
work, and sometimes it has been so impressed upon the 
mind ag to haye two bad effects: First, it makes the 
children feel that the educated should not do manual la- 
bor, and therefore many with very good education do 
nothing. Second, it draws a line between the people, 
and often casts unjust reflection upon honest labor. Ed- 
ucation is, or should be, for the developement of the | 
mind, the uplifting af man, thus qualifying him to be a | 
| better, happier and more useful person. We have num- 
bers of good schools, too many to mention, so we call 
your attention to no one specially but Mississippi Col- 
lege. which is the school of the aptists of Mississippi, 
and which in every respect deserves our patronage. It | 
is the school for Baptists to patronize and support, 
Your Committee, E. L. Wesson.

Report of Executive Board. 

The Executive Board would submit the following re- 
port: E 

Since your last meeting we have had four meetings 
of the Board in connection with our fifth Sunday meet- 
ings, viz: At Pope, Big Springs, Burgess and Concord. 
At our first meeting at Big Springs, application was 
made by the Shady Grove Church tor financial aid in 
building a Church-house. Action was deferred until ovr 
third meeting, at Burgess, when it was agreed to ask the 
several Churches of the Association to contribute onc 
dollar each to that object. Only eight Churches have 
responded to thisappeal. At our second meeting at Pope 
the Board agreed to supplement the salary of Bro. H. L- 
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Johnson, at New Liberty, seventeen dollars, provided the 
Church pays thirty-three. And twenty dollars at Shady 
Grove, provided the Church pays thirty dollars. These 
are the only financial obligations the Board felt at liberty 
to assume, especially in view of the fact that the Asso- 
ciation was still owing some on last year’s work. Weare 
glad to be able to state that all indebtedness for last year 
has been liquidated. The Board fully appreciates the 
necessity of greater interest in our Association Missions. 
Our work during the last year has been greatly retarded 
by the members of the Board not attending the meet- 
ings as they should. The attendance has generally been 
small. We would recommend that the central Board be 
more centrally located than during the last year, and 
would recommend Good Hope as the most suitable place 
for the location of this Board. We would also recom- 
mend that our missionaries hereafter be employed by our 
State Convention Board, in conjunction with the Execu- 
tive Board of this Association; and that the Missionaries 
report to the State Board, and that we recommend that 
our churches be requested to make their mission contri- 
butions directly to the State Board. We would also rec- 
ommend the following brethren as suitable persons to 
constitute the new board, for 1894-95:

Report on Home Missions. 


The Home Board is located at Atlanta, Ga. The 
field of its operations is the territory of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. This Board seeks the closest rela- 
tion and heartiest co-operation of the State Boards. Cuba 
is also under the fostering care of the home Board. God 
is greatly blessing this field, and many are coming to the 
truth, as Baptists believe and teach it. Our great cities, 
where our cause is usually weak, and where sin abounds, 
are especially sought out, and are bein occupied as fast 
as men and means can be procured. Our cities are storm 
centers, and must be evangelized, not only for Christ's 
sake, but our own safety’s sake. Then there is the work 
among the Indians. Ah, how much we owe these abor- 
igines! Here God, too, blesses the truth, and many are 
wise in saving knowledge. Lastly, but by no means 
least, is the effort in helping the colored people. The 
black race are our wards, We owe them much. Twen- 
ty-two missionaries from this Board labored in Mississippi 
last year, and baptized 270 converts. We suggest, Ist: 
Continued co-operation with this Board. 2nd. That our 
people subscribe for and read the Home Field. 3rd. That 
we remember this work in our contributions.

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Rev. W, I. Hargis read report on 
Woman’s Work. 


The title of this paper implies that woman has a 
work todo. And truly a has. Woman has committed 
to her a mission, while in many respects different from 
man’s, and yet in many other respects very similar to his, 
and in no sense of less importance than man’s— “a mission 
that man would hardly be willing to assume, could he in 
every respect fulfill it. In the Scriptures she is spoken 
of as a very necessary helper in the Lord’s work. Paul, 
in speaking of Phebe, says: “For she has been a helper 
of many, and of myself also.” And for this reason he 
says, “ Receive her inthe Lord. . . And that ye assist 
her in whatever business she hath need of you.” And, 
again, he says: “ Greet Mary who bestowed much labor 
onus.” He entreats the Phillipians that they help those 
women which labored with him in the gospel. The labors 
of the consecrated women were both appreciated and 
commended by the great Apostle. 

He clearly implies in what he says about Phebe that 
woman may have work under her own direction—work in 
which she may need man’s help, just as man in his work 
often needs woman's help. From this I would conclude 
that woman’s work does not necessarily depend upon 
man’s direction or control ; hence the organized labors of 
our women for the sake of system, concentration and 
direction. The success of our missionary, educational 
and home work is largely due to the organized efforts of 
the women. It is a source of regret that not more of the 
Baptist women of our State, and especially of our Asso- 
ciation are organized for systematic work. There seems 
to be only six Woman’s Missionary Societies in the Oxford 
Association, Only the following churches have such or- 
ganized work: Oxford, Batesville, Courtland, Good 
Hope, Water Valley and Burgess. We have no definite 
Source of information as to what these societies are doing. 
The letters of the church give ho information on that 
point. Woman's work in the State shows an increase of 
results over last year. More than $9,000 were collected 
and disbursed by this agency during last conventional 
year. This amount was distributed among the following 
objects : Foreign missions, home missions, State missions, 
frontier missions, ministerial education, sustentation and 
ome uses, Surely our women deserve a large meed of 
Praise and should have our thanks for their timely help in 
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every good word and work, We recommend that the 
churches give favorable consideration to this subject, and 
that our sisters of the churches co-operate with the Vice- 
President of this Association, Mrs. M. J. Quinche, Oxford, 
to whom they may send for information concerning the 
work, and from whom they may obtain any needed assist- 
ance.

Dear Sisters of the Oxford Asso tation: 


The wheels of time have brought us together at the 
close of another year. More than a year ago 1] was ap- 
pointed your Vice-President, but, umable to attend the 
Association at Courtland, ] have been a)most a stranger 
to you, and the difficulty of hearing from the societies 
has been a serious obstacle to the progress of this work 
which lies upon our hearts. ‘This meeting seems to draw 
us nearer together, and we hope that, looking into each 
other's faces and clasping each other's hands may ‘tend to 
unite us for greater effort, in more earnest endeavor for 
spreading the gospel in our own and heathen lands. As 
we look out upon the fields in our own beloved State, 10 
our broader Southland, in Mexico, in Cuba, and then 
away over the expanse of water to those in Japan, in 
China, in Italy and in Africa, our hearts grow sad over the 
thousands groping in darkness, in need of the blessed 
tidings and going down \to death without one ray of 
light, because we, the followers af Christ, fail to send the 
missionaries who will preach these glad tidings of great 
joy. 

In some of our churches there are no societies. We 
trust that our sisters even in these do give in the general 
collection ; but could they not do much more by organ- 
izing a woman's society and making a systematic effort 
to raise meney for this Christly work, so emphasized by 
our Master in His farewell to His disciples. 

I would affectionately urge all within the sound of 
my voice to consider our responsibility, our obligations, 
first to our Savior and next to the world around us. We 
are accustomed to hear of hard times as excuses for not 
giving. Will this excuse us, dear sisters, at the bar ot 
God? Let us ask ourselves, while we enjoy so many of 
the necessaries and many of the luxuries of life, what 
shall we do to send the bread of life to the many thou- 
sands of souls starving for it? We must meet them. How 
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shall we meet them in the presence of him who sees into 
ourinmost hearts and knows every motive therein? 

Five churches have contributed $204 during the year, 
an increase over the amount reported last year, which is 
very encouraging. What might we not do if every woman 
in all of the twenty-two churches contributed a nickel a 
month? Those who are able and love to give can add as 
much as the heart prompts; but if EVERY WOMAN in the 
churches would give regularly, persistently and lovingly 
this small amount to our dear Lord, who has done so 
much for us, our contributions would be greatly increased 
and the influence upon our own hearts would be uplifting. 
Let us see to it that we never fail in giving it regularly, if 
we would realize the blessedness of helping on this glor- 
ious work. 

During the year sorrow has filled our hearts because of 
the great affliction which has befallen our beloved State 
President, in the loss of her noble husband. She is a 
worker that “needeth not. to be ashamed ;” but our 
Father has placed other work in her hands which takes 
her from us. We deeply sympathize with her in her great 
loss, aud may the dear Savior be very near to solace and 
sustain. We pray also for the beloved young sister upon 
whom her mantle has fallen, and who so earnestly and 

* efficiently has taken up this work. Let us rally around 
her and help her in every way possible, especially in send- 
ing in the contributions. Whatever the outlook let us 
never falter, but hopefully look to the goal-—the saving 
of souls. and God will bless our efforts for His promises 
are sure,
